The Temporal Pofleffions of Bifhops, are held 
by their Service to attend’in Parliament when called; and that is in the 
Nature ofa Barony: But though the Bifhops are Barons and Lords in 
Parliament, and are called by the King’s Writ, and have a Vote there, yet 
they fhall not be tried by the Peers ( unlefs impeached by the Commons) 
‘becaule theydo hot fitin Parliament by Reafon of their Nobility, but by 
‘Reafon Of their Baronies, which they hold in Right of the horch, as fome 
Abbots did heretofore, and yet Were not tried by the Peers, but bya Jury,
